KEEP THE ARMY UP. 
In view ot the war-like preparations 
which are being made by the Communists 
in various of the large cities of the country* 
the proposed reduction of the regular army 
seems worse than child’s play. 
The busi­ 
ness men of the country through their var­ 
ious commercial organizations are almost 
unanimous in their expression of the belief 
that rather than decrease the army it should 
be increased, and the fear is ontertained 
that unless prompt and effective measures 
are taken to overawe those who are inclin­ 
ed to lawlessness, the riotous scenes of last 
summer will be repeated with even more 
bloodshed and destruction of property than 
resulted last year. 
It is claimed that 
the State militia is abundantly able to 
guard against and suppress any outbreak, 
but those who have had experience in 
these matters, know full well the advan­ 
tage gained by haviog regular troops in 
readiness. 
If local regiments are called 
out to suppress a disturbance, there Is a1 
ways a hesitancy in taking such severe 
measures as are generally necessary. This 
hesitancy does not arise from lack oi 
bravery, or desire to preserve order, but 
rather from the tact that the members of 
the loc al companies are in some sense 
neighbors and often acquaintances of the 
riotous ones, and apt to be beld back by 
those bonds of 
charity 
and kindness 
which 
rightfully 
uuite 
the 
fel 
low-citizens 
el 
any 
community. 
Again, if the militia from some other por 
lion of the 9tate are called in, there at once 
arises a feeling of sectional jealousy which 
only adds fuel to the flames of hatred which 
inspire the disorder aud riot, and compli­ 
cates the trouble. The regular tritops come 
in, better disciplined, more determined^ 
the representatives of all sections and all 
nationalities, with no acquaintances or 
friendships to restrain them, and with no 
other interest save that of compelling the 
observance of order. The presence of the 
regular troops is awe-inspiring to any riot 
ors. They know that the regulars do not 
form in line for the display of gaudy trap­ 
pings, or for dazzling dress parades, but for 
strictly business purposes. If congress de­ 
sires to take measures to inspire confidence, 
and preserve the peacefulness 
which is 
necessary to the prospects of social and 
commercial interests, they will not at least 
weaken the strength of the chief power to 
which the people lock for the protection 
oi their interests and this time when the 
very air is filled with threats of riot and 
havoc.

Second—The Turkish troops shall with­ 
draw from the Utter provinces aud not re­ 
enter. 
Third—England deplores, but will not 
oppose, the retrocession of Bessarabia. 
Fourth—England reserves the right to 
discuss ia the congress all international a r 
raugemenls relating to the Danube. 
F ilth—England noes not consider the pus* 
session ot Batoum by Russia sufficient sat 
isfaction tor hostile Intelfereoce, and Rus ­ 
sia promises not to further advance her 
rootier In Asia. 
Sixth—Russia will give up Biya/.ld to 
Turkey at the request of England, bat in 
exchange Turkey shall cede to Persia the 
province of Kclour, (close to Bayaztd). 
This has long been a disputed piece of ter­ 
ritory, and the rigid of it, Russia says, be­ 
longs to Persia. 
Seventh—Russia promises neither 
to 
take the money indemnity in laud, uor to 
interfere with England’s claim on Turkey 
as a creditor, the point aa.to the payment 
of the war Indemnity to be discussed by 
the congress. 
Eighth—The congress will (ako steps to 
reorganize Epirus, Thessaly, and oilier 
Greek proyinces. 
N inth—Russia agrees that the passage 
of the Dardanelles and Bosphorus shall re­ 
main in statu quo. 
Tenth—Ragland will suggest at the con­ 
gress that Europe will reorgaoiz J Bulgaria 
aud will discuss the questions of Russian 
occupation of and the passage ot troops 
through Boutnania.

W ashington, May 29—In the House to­ 
night, Mr. Singleton made a conterence 
report on the consular and diplomatic 
appropriation bill. He stated that the 
bill as it passed tbe House made the appro­ 
priations less by $101,000 than the like bill 
of last session ; that the Senate bad in­ 
creased the appropriations by $34,000 ; that 
the Senate conferees had yielded to the 
amount of $44,500, and the House conferees 
to the amount of $39,000, and that the bill 
as it now stands appropriates $61,000 less 
than the bill of last session. The report 
was agreed to. 
Under the bill as it now stands the 
salaries of the ministers to Great Britain, 
France, Germany, and Russia remain at 
$17,500 (instead of $15,000, as voted by tbe
